It  aims  at  providing  for  the 
sons  of  the  best  families  iu  the  Province  and  adjoining  State  of  Washington  those  advantages  which 
are  likely  to  accrue  from  residence  in  a  simple,  quite,  Christian  and  Gentlemanly  home,  and  from 
association  with  pure,  obedient,  well  behaved  and  industrious  comrades. 

Situation. 

The  beautiful  City  of  Victoria  ptissesseH  the  most  mild,  equable  and  healthy  climate  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.  Infectious  diseases  are  unknown.  The  school  itself  is  situated  in  a  retired  and  lovely 
spot,  and  stands  in  its  own  grounds.  It  is  in  close  proximity  to  Beacon  Hill  Park,  and  beautiful 
country,  and  bracing  seasido  walks  alx>uud  on  every  hand.  Boating,  bathing,  fishing  and  picnic 
excursions  on  the  Victtiria  "Arm"  are  easily  arailnble. 


Diseipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  mild  but  firm,  and  since  no  corporal  punishment  is  resorted  to,  the 
Head-Master  ex|)ect8  the  pupils  to  render  to  him  unquestioning  and  instant  obedience,  and  to  both 
himself  Hud  all  their  fellow  pupils  the  same  iM)lite  attention  and  regard  they  in  turn  receive.  Hence 
it  will  be  seen  the  scliool  is  unsnitod  for  siKiilt,  pampered  or  disobedient  boys,  for  boys  who  use 
tobacco,  profane  language  or  ardent  spirit!^,  ( since  no  intoxicants  of  any  kind  are  allowetl  on  the 
8ch«Hil  premises  save  by  Doctor's  oi'dern).  Disobedience  after  warning  will  lead  to  expulsion  with 
forfeiture  of  the  term  bill.

Hveiy  subject  is  tauf^lit  on  tin-  small  class  system  and  in  separate 
class  rooms,  and  the  lessons  ait>  performed  under  the  llead-.Mast<'r's  personal  snjiervision  when  not 
iictunlly  l>y  himself;  thus  the  crying  >vil  hy  which  the  educatinn  of  -icholars  in  onr  larj^er  sciiools  is 
sometimes  permanently  i)laced  in  the  hands  of  assistant  and  too  often  inetHcieiit  masters  is 
completely  avoided

Success. 

During'  the  past  the  i»npils  liave  ahnost  invariably  p.issed  their  Fjaw.  .Mi'dical.  .\rmy  and  Navy, 
I'niversity  and  Husiness  examiimtions  with  distinction.  This  is  doulitloss  due  to  tiie  fact  tlwit  the  school 
is  limited  to  such  a  numi)ei  as  to  enidtle  thi'  work  of  each  scholar  to  he  under  the  personal  supei  vision 
of  the  Head  Master. 

Boarding. 

Hoarders  are  alwne  takiMi  i)y  tiie  lload-.Master.  They  reside  and  hoard  in  his  house  and  are  at 
all  times  under  personal  iMUtrol  and  supervision,  so  that  nothing  is  allowed  to  inttu'b'ie  with  their 
regular  course  of  studies.  They  i-njoy  every  privilege  of  a  gentlemanly  home  in  couiuion  with  him- 
self and  masters.  Till' table  is  excellent,  md  opportunities  for  imloor  and  outdoor  enjo\  ment  are 
numerous.  \  kind  and  well  experienctd  housekeeper  looks  after  their  home  comforts,  clothes.  iV:c. 
All  are  expected  to  attend  Divini'  Service  at  least  once  every  Sundav.
